by Earl O. Shreve, national direc­ 
tor for this Treasury program 
Sales in 1952 were $3,6 billion arid 
in 1953 they were $4 4 billion 
The 
new campaign is shooting at a $5.5 
billion figure. 
The idea is to add another mil­ 
lion .savings bond purchasers 
to 
the eight million customers already 
buying bonds through regular pay­ 
roll deductions 
Also, an attempt 
will be made to interest purchas­ 
ers in buying bonds of larger de­ 
nominations. 
Experience 
shows 
that the $25 
bonds cost the Treasury about $6 
million a year to handle 
While 
ihcy accounffor 68 tier cent (ti the 
paperwork in the savings bond di­ 
vision, these smaller bonds bring 
in only 27 per cent of the bond reve­ 
nue. 


THE TROUBLE SEEMS to be 
that too many purchasers regard 
the $25 bonds as much like money. 
More $25 bonds are cashed in after 
being held only a short time than is 
the case with the $1W) bonds 
Sav­ 
ings bond experts now figure that 
if more people bought $100’s, they 
would hang on to them longer 
To make the $100 bonds more at 
tractive, the Treasury is now plan­ 
ning to “ average date” their pur­ 
chase. 
Thus if a purchaser had $5
